A Northants family was left in 
tears of joy after being reunit¬ 
ed with their beloved dog - 
136 miles away from their 
local shop where it was 
stolen four months ago. 

The Osborne family have 
spent weeks searching and 
appealing for their springer 
spaniel, Bella, since she was 
abducted outside the Tesco 
Express store in Rothwell, 
Kettering, on October 10. 

Mum and dad-of-five, Sarah 
and Philip, even made a 
touching video appeal - which 
went viral - but to no avial. 

But on Tuesday night, they 
finally got the phonecall they 
had been waiting for. 

Sarah had been called by a 
dog warden who had found 
Bella wondering the streets, 
and was able to contact them 
because Bella has a chip. 

And yesterday, the 
Osbornes were finally reunit¬ 
ed with Bella. 

“We are so happy - and 
emotional, too!” Philip said. 
“The moment we saw her we 
were all in tears. I am still 
lost for words, which is unu¬ 
sual for me! ” Full story on p20 


Can Crimewatch 
catch the killer?

A reconstruction of the hor¬ 
rific murder of a Northampton 
pensioner who was stabbed to 
death in his bedroom was 
seen by millions of viewers on 
BBC Crimewatch this week. 

The programme showed har¬ 
rowing footage of David 
Brickwood, aged 74 - who was 
played by an actor in the video 
- going to bed in his house on 
Lindsay Road, Abington in the 
early hours of Saturday, 
September 26, 2015.

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But while the dad-of-three 
was asleep, two intruders 
broke into his house. They 
then knocked down a bedroom 
door to find a terrified Mr 
Brickwood in his bed, before 
restraining him and searching 
his room. 

By the time they fled, the 
grandfather had suffered five 
stab wounds. And although he 
managed to call the police, he 
suffered a cardiac arrest just 
moments before officers 
arrived, and died. 

The programme also showed 


unreleased CCTV footage 
of two Ford Focus cars 
travelling in convoy on 
the night of the mur¬ 
der. The cars were seen 
going past David’s 
house just before the 
attack and leaving 
quickly after it. 

Following the show, 
Northants Police said 
it had received a 
‘good response’ and 
was following up 
some leads.

Austerity has been 
around a while but 
creativity came first 

In London in 1967 an American called 
lim Haynes set up the first Arts Lab in 
Drury Lane. 

It was a counterculture place of crea¬ 
tivity, producing mixed media projects 
and magazines. 

Some people said it was chaotic and 
unstructured and some other people 
said that was precisely the point. 

In Beckenham David Bowie helped 
form another Arts Lab. 

A quick dabble on Google will produce 
a list of 60s musicians who started their 
careers experimenting in the free and 
anarchic atmosphere of the labs. 

And in Northampton our very own 
Alan Moore helped form yet another. 

He has said in interviews that it was 
the only organisation he ever enjoyed 
being a part of. 

He also credits it with being key to his 
development as a writer and artist. 

Time passed. The 60s ended. The 70s 
kicked the stuffing out of the peace and 
love. The 80s bought off the abrasive 
anger of the age of bovver boots and

flares and the 90s put an end to every¬ 
thing by monetising nostalgia. 

Somewhere along the line we lost the 
trick of creating original things for their 
own sake, without being underpinned 
by economic logic. 

We live in a world where every invest¬ 
ment of time and effort has to be justi¬ 
fied by some kind of return or reward or 
it doesn’t happen. 

The modern concept of austerity is not 
really a new thing. It has been creeping 
up on us for years. 

And then Arte Artemiou at the 
University of Northampton created an 
anti-austerity anarchist conference 
(which he wrote about for us last 
November). The attendees decided they 
couldn’t just leave it at that. There 
seemed to be so much more to do and 
say. 

A meeting was arranged for a few 
weeks later and a small founding group 
of people have ended up creating a new 
Northampton Arts Lab. It’s a group on 
Facebook. There is a meeting in Clare 
Street at The Lab tonight at 7pm. Among 
the members: one Alan Moore.

Facelift for street 


Work on 
improving the 
footpaths and 
roadway in 
Northampton’s 
St Giles Street 
will start on 
February 22. 

The improve¬ 
ments programme will be car¬ 
ried out in stages and will be 
fully completed by May 2017. 

Parts of the road will close, 
and the bus stop will be relocat¬ 
ed to Derngate. 


Flood protected 



The University of 
Northampton’s new £300 mil¬ 
lion campus has been designed 
to withstand a once-in-a-mil- 
lennium flood event. 

The Waterside campus, which 
will be build by the end of 2017 
and opened in 2018, will actu¬ 
ally be ‘raised from the ground’ 
to a level that would give the 
area, which is located next to 
the River Nene on Bedford 
Road, a 1,000-year protection. 
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Police chief: 'Town is safe’ 


Nicholas Bieber speaks to police 
chief Adam Simmonds after string 
of violent attacks in town 


A police chief who aimed to 
make Northants the safest 
place in England admits the 
county is ‘more violent than 
I would like’, but insists 
Northampton is a safe place 
to be. 

The words of the county’s 
Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) come 
over a week since two mur¬ 
der investigations were 
launched in Northampton, 
leading to fears that the 
town is no longer a safe 
place to be. 

The body of popular bar¬ 
maid India Chipchase, a 
20-year-old former private 
schoolgirl, was found at a 
house in St James on 
January 31, after she went 
missing while out partying 
with friends in the town 
centre. The homeowner, 
51-year-old Edward 
Tenniswood was later 
charged with her murder. 

Just three days before the 
finding, detectives launched 
a murder investigation after 
a group of litter pickers 
found a body behind a row 


of houses next to the 
A43 in Thorplands. 

It is believed the body - 
which was found in bushes - 
is of missing man Adeyemi 
Olugbuyi, aged 32, who was 
last seen in the area in 2013 
when he was involved in an 
altercation. 

Besides the murder probes, 
there have also been a wave 
of serious attacks in the 
town in the last two weeks. 

The sudden rise in violent 
offences come just a year 
after these kind of incidents 
shot up from 10,194 in 2014 
to 13,497 in 2015. 

Sexual offences also saw 
an increase last year, from 
1,095 in 2014 to 1,632 in 
2015. 

Addressing the growing 
fears of safety in the town, 
the county’s Police and 
Crime Commissioner, Adam 
Simmonds, told the Herald 
and Post : “I would say 
Northampton is safe, but I 
would say our county is 
more violent than you 
would want it to be or than 
it should be.

“When I took on the role 
back in 2012,1 argued that 
the violence experienced 
across the county - whether 
it is on the streets or in peo¬ 
ple’s homes - was on the 
same level as Greater 
Manchester and London and 
Merseyside, and North¬ 
amptonshire has never been 
seen as a place like that. 

“It is more violent than I 
would want it to be, and we 
are finding it difficult to 
tackle violent crime. I think 
the police haven’t managed 
to do that as well as I would 
like them to have done. But I 
do think that generally our 
streets are safe. 


“We have put more police 
on the streets through spe¬ 
cial constables - so it’s not 
through a lack of police 
officers - but we have a 
more violent community 
than we would want.” 

Responding to the 
assumption that North¬ 
ampton is no longer a safe 
place to go out at night, Mr 
Simmonds added: “I think 
people should go out to 
Northampton, and to 
Kettering and Welling¬ 
borough too - but I would 
urge them to be careful and 
look after themselves and 
their friends as best as they 


Is Northampton 
a safe town? 


The Northants Herald and 
Post asked readers online 
whether they thought the 
town is safe or not.

“What everyone 
should remember is 
that when they are 
out having a good 
time, that they are as pro¬ 
tected as they can be, peo¬ 
ple know where they are and 
that if you go out in a group 
that you stay in touch with 
each other. If you go out on 
your own, let people know 
where you are, and if you 
have alcohol - have a level 
that enables you to still have 
control. That’s just normal 
common sense.” 

Sharing his condolences 
with India’s family, Mr 
Simmonds added: “It is 
tragic, and I think it is 
awful. As a parent myself, 
you can’t begin to imagine 
what her family must be 
going through. My heart 
goes out to them.”

Here is a top five of facts about Wicksteed Park 
which you might not have known 

O Wicksteed Park in Kettering 

opened in 1921. It is the second 
oldest theme park in the UK 

The Water Chute, which was 
built in 1926 and was renovat¬ 
ed in 2002 is the oldest work¬ 
ing ride in the UK 


The park is owned by the Wick¬ 
steed Trust, a charity set up by 
Charles Wicksteed in 1916 and 
run by Wicksteed Park Ltd 

The 2 ft (610 mm) narrow 
gauge Wicksteed Park Railway 
opened in 1931 and is one of 
the park’s iconic features 

At the end of WW1 Charles 
Wicksteed & Co. is said to have 
removed heating pipes to build 
swings for children 









Helicopter in near 
miss with aircraft

Pilots in an RAF helicopter 
and a light aircraft came 
within metres of a head-on 
collision above Northants 
after failing to spot 
each other until the last 
minute, investigators have 
found. 

The UK Airport Board, 
which investigates near- 
misses, heard that a Chinook 
helicopter came within 
50-100 metres of the light air¬ 
craft over Maidford in south 
Northants, near Silverstone, 
on August 20, 2015. 

Members of the board, who 


are all experts in the aviation 
field, heard that the pilots 
were flying at the ‘same 
height and head on’ at 
5.50pm that evening. 

The Chinook pilot, who 
reported the incident to the 
board, told investigators he 
was flying at 1,800ft when he 
‘became aware of a blue and 
white aircraft, with lettering 
down the side, in his one 
o’clock’. 

He also reported that ‘both 
aircraft turned left to avoid’, 
and that the plane - which 
was a Grumman AA5 - 
‘passed approximately 
50-100 metres away on his 
left-hand side’. 


The AA5 pilot told 
investigators in his report 
that he ‘spent a few moments 
checking the frequency’ on 
his radar, and that ‘when 
he resumed his scan he 
saw two small lights dead 
ahead’. 

Concluding the investiga¬ 
tion, the board said that 
‘although the AA5 pilot had 
taken measures to avoid 
the Chinook (by turning left), 
he could have done more to 
ensure greater separation as 
they approached head-on’. 

The board concluded the 
cause of the incident was ‘a 
conflict of flight paths, 
resolved by the AA5 pilot’.

Horrific murder 
on Crimewatch

A reconstruction of the 
horrific attack on a 
Northampton pensioner 
in his own home fea¬ 
tured on BBC Crime¬ 
watch on Monday night, 
in a concerted effort to 
catch the attackers. 

The programme 
showed harrowing foot¬ 
age of David Brickwood, 
aged 74 - who was played 
by an actor in the video - 
going to bed in his house 
in Lindsay Road, 
Abington, in the early 
hours of Saturday, 
September 26, 2015. 

But while the dad-of- 
three was asleep, two 
intruders broke into his 
house. They had removed 
a pane of glass from his 
downstairs living room 
window, before going 
through his home, and 
then walking upstairs to 
his bedroom. 

After realising the bed¬ 
room door was locked, 


one of the intruders then 
broke the door down and 
grabbed Mr Brickwood, 
while the other person 
searched his bedroom. 

During this time, Mr 
Brickwood was stabbed 
five times, suffering inju¬ 
ries to his hands, leg and 
head. But desperate to 
get help, he managed to 
make his way downstairs 
to call the police after the 
burglars fled his house. 

But when the emergen¬ 
cy services arrived, Mr 
Brickwood went into car¬ 
diac arrest and died. 

The reconstruction was 
followed by interviews 
with Mr Brickwood’s 
three sons, who 


described him as ‘a lovely 
man who loved the sim¬ 
ple things in life’. 

DCI Mick Graham, who 
is leading the investiga¬ 
tion, told the show he is 
keen to track down the 
drivers of two Ford Focus 
cars which were seen in 
the area at the time. 

He also revealed Mr 
Brickwood ‘used to keep 
significant amounts of 
money’ in the house - 
which may have been sto¬ 
len during the burglary. 

Northants Police said 
the following day that 
there had been a ‘good 
response’ to the appeal, 
and that they were fol¬ 
lowing up some leads. 


Con men sent to jail for six years 


Two men who tricked their 
victims into handing over 
thousands of pounds for 
unnecessary, poor quality or 
overpriced home repairs 
have been sentenced at 
Northampton Crown Court 
last Friday. 

An investigation by 
Northamptonshire County 
Council’s Trading Standards 
found that Sean Lowther and 
James Delaney called at a 
number of homes in 
Northampton and 
Wellingborough between 
January and December 2014 
and told residents work 
needed to be carried out on 
their property. 

Delaney was sentenced to 
32 months in prison, while 
Lowther was sentenced to 
32 months custody for the 


Northamptonshire offences 
plus a further six months for 
similar offences in 
Nottinghamshire. 

The victims would agree a 
price and hand over an initial 
sum of money. The two men 
would then carry out some 
work, often increasing the 
cost to the homeowner or 
leaving the job unfinished. 

Surveyors later confirmed 
that the work carried out - 
including roof repairs and 
block paving - was to such 
a poor standard it had little 
or no value. 

Victims lost between £560 
and £6,000, and one victim 
was even taken to a cash¬ 
point by Lowther to with¬ 
draw more money. 

Lowther and Delaney, both 
of Northampton at the time 


of the offences, admitted a 
charge of being party to a 
fraudulent business contrary 
to Section 9 of the Fraud Act 
at a hearing last month 
(January 8). 

Cllr Andre Gonzalez de 
Savage, county council cabi¬ 
net member public protec¬ 
tion, strategic infrastructure 
and economic growth, said: 
“This is a significant result 
for our Trading Standards 
team. We can work with 
communities to help them 
establish No Cold Calling 
zones and our advice to resi¬ 
dents about cold callers is to 
just say no.

India suspect is 
pictured in court

A court artist sketched the 
first picture of a man accused 
of killing 20-year-old India 
Chipchase when he appeared 
via video link at 
Northampton Crown Court 
last Thursday. 

Edward Tenniswood, aged 
51, took to the dock charged 
with the murder of former 
Pitsford schoolgirl India 
Chipchase - whose body was 
found at his house in St James 
last Sunday, having died as a 
result of ‘pressure to the 
neck’. 

Mr Tenniswood was not 
required to enter a plea when 
he appeared via video link 
from his cell at Woodhill 
Prison Milton Keynes, and 
only spoke to tell the clerk of 
the court ‘I can hear you, def¬ 
initely’. 



Balding and bearded 
Tenniswood, who wore a grey 
top during the hearing, was 
then told by Judge Rupert 
Mayo that he will be remand¬ 
ed in custody, and a plea 
hearing would take place on 
May 25. 

The accused also heard that 
the trial would be taking 
place in the summer and last 
for 10 days, with the date set 
being July 18. 

India Chipchase, a barmaid 
and former Pitsford School 
and Northampton College 


student, was found dead at 
Mr Tenniswood’s house in 
Stanley Road, St James last 
Sunday. 

The popular woman, who 
worked at The Collingtree 
pub near the home she shared 
with her mum in East 
Hunsbury, had gone missing 
while out partying with 
friends in the town centre in 
the early hours of Saturday 
morning. 

The alarm was raised when 
India did not appear for work 
for next day, and was last seen 
outside the NB’s nightclub in 
Bridge Street. It was the next 
day when police tracked her 
phone to Victoria Park in St 
James, and then found her 
body at a house just two min¬ 
utes away. 

After Mr Tenniswood was 
arrested, neighbours 
described him as ‘a loner’ 
who didn’t have much con¬ 
tact from family or friends.

Parents must be aware 
of effects of vaccines 

Dear Nicholas Bieber, I read your 
article in the Herald & Post (about 
students falling ill during a vaccina¬ 
tion day at Northampton School for 
Boys) with great interest as our local 
school here (in Suffolk) is about to do 
the same vaccine combination as 
that at Northampton school. 

The Meningitis ACWY vax is a new 
vaccine and has a black triangle 
against it in the pharmacology list 
which means that it is new, untested 
and that there is a need for surveil¬ 
lance. Parents may want to know 
that any adverse effects should be 
reported via the Yellow Book Scheme 
to the MHRA. This can be done 
online or via a GP. (not that the 
MHRA follows up these reports in 
my personal experience!). 

I am a parent myself and first 
become alerted to the side effects of 
vaccines last year after my friend’s 
daughter started having brain sei¬ 
zures after the HPV Gardasil vac¬ 
cine, another friend’s daughter had 
kidney failure and my old cleaner’s 



daughter too has brain seizures post 
Gardasil and all in one tiny corner of 
Suffolk. 

Parents need to be aware that 
modern vaccines contain GM virus¬ 
es of which the long term effects are 
unknown. These combined with the 
aluminium adjuvant in the vaccine 
amongst other neuro- toxic chemi¬ 
cals are causing a lot of problems not 
always immediately but after a num¬ 
ber of weeks and months as the alu¬ 
minium salts begin to ‘set’ in the 
brain. The boys that collapsed last 
week may appear well now but could 


begin to have symptoms of fatigue/ 
nausea/ anxiety/ behavioural prob¬ 
lems/ gastro- intestinal / sleep dis¬ 
turbance/ auto-immune problems 
etc. The parents and their doctors 
probably won’t connect an onset of 
new health problems after a period 
of time has lapsed. I hear this time 
and time again and parents are sur¬ 
prised and shocked to learn that 
vaccines can cause adverse effects 
in some children.

She spells out what 
she thinks are 10 mistakes by 
the Tories on the county 
council. 



The County is facing 
having to set an undeliv¬ 
erable budget. 

Mistake number 1. The 
Conservatives have fro¬ 
zen the council tax for 
years. Not only has this 
failed to keep up with 
the rate of inflation it 
has had a cumulative 
and hugely negative 
impact on the county’s 
base budget. 

Mistake number 2. The 
Tories believe in the free 
market. This has led to a 
free market in social 
workers and other key 
staff. Social work agen¬ 
cies charge a huge 
amount of money. 
Agency staff earn a huge 
amount of money. 
Agency staff cost the 
county a huge amount of 
money and are rarely 
around long enough to 
deliver a quality service 
to our children. 

Mistake number 3. The 
Tories believe efficiency 
and change needs to be 
driven by temporary, 
interim, highly paid 
managers. This has led 
to abrupt and constant 
changes in policy, 
changes in personnel, 
lack of consistency and 
continuity. 

Mistake number 4. 

A lack of confidence in 
locally provided servic¬ 
es. This has led to the 
folly of commissioning 
services. There are a 
number of problems 
with this. The county 
has no expertise in com¬ 
missioning. The result 
has been most of our 


commissioned services 
have gone to large 
national organisations. 

Mistake number 5. 
Services that are com¬ 
missioned out need to be 
quality assured, moni¬ 
tored for outcomes and 
reviewed. There are no 
resources in the county 
to do that effectively. 

Mistake number 6. 
Failure of partnership 
working. Working with 
partners in the volun¬ 
tary sector to co design 
and co-deliver services 
would have produced a 
better outcome and been 
cheaper. 

Mistake number 7. 

Failure to work collabo- 
ratively with other local 
authorities in the coun¬ 
ty. The county seems to 
have adopted a big 
brother attitude to all 
the districts and bor¬ 
oughs. 

Mistake number 8. The 

failure of number 5 and 
6 has led to a failure to 
draw in additional exter¬ 
nal funds and govern¬ 
ment funds to support 
our services. 

Mistake number 9. 

A failure to invest to 
save. We need more 
spent on support, early 
help and prevention for 
children and vulnerable 
adults. 

Mistake number 10. 

This Tory County were 
expecting to be bailed 
out by their Tory 
Government. This 
proved to be a false 
hope. No bail out. No 
money.

Chemical attack 
at family centre

Emergency services rushed to a youth club in 
Northampton town centre after 10 people 
were sprayed in the face with a chemical sub¬ 
stance. 

Police, ambulance and fire crews were called 
to the Spring Boroughs Family Centre, on 
Tower Street, at around 8.10pm on Tuesday 
after reports a group outside had been sprayed 
in the face with an ‘unidentified substance’. 

When officers arrived, they found 10 young 
people had been exposed to an alkaline based 
irritant, which quickly evaporated once 
sprayed, and were complaining of irritation to 
their eyes and faces. 

One young man in particular was believed to 
have been suffering with his eyesight and 
three people in total were ‘dry-decontaminat¬ 
ed’ and taken to A&E at Northampton General 
Hospital. They have since been discharged, 
not requiring any further treatment. 

Following the incident, the offenders left the 
scene in a small black vehicle. But police later 
arrested a 19-year-old man on suspicion of 
actual bodily harm. He has since been 
released on bail pending further enquiries. 


The next day, church leaders at the Kingdom 
of Life church - which runs the youth club - 
said they would be meeting to decide whether 
any ‘further action is needed’. 

The church, which sits in the same complex 
as the youth club, released the following state¬ 
ment: “Following an incident at the Springs 
Family Centre, in which a number of young 
people were attacked with a chemical sub¬ 
stance, the leaders of Kingdom Life Church 
wish to state that their thoughts and prayers 
are with all those affected. 

“The leaders will be reviewing the situation 
as a matter of urgency and once we are clear 
about the facts we will decide what further 
actions are required if any. 

“The leaders would also like to thank the 
emergency services for their prompt reaction 
and professionalism in dealing with the situ¬ 
ation.” 

Just moments after the incident took place 
on Tuesday night, a Northants Police spokes¬ 
person had told the H&P: “Police and fire ser¬ 
vices have the situation contained. We have 
no more details at this time.” 

Officers were then seen at around 10pm con¬ 
ducting house-to-house inquiries in the area. 

Most of the emergency vehicles had left the 
scene by 10.40pm.

Solvent abuse is still a silent 
killer in the county. 

Last week, a resumed 
inquest was held at 
Northampton General 
Hospital into the death of 
33-year-old Pippa Lee Davis 
from Bugbrooke, who died 
from lighter fuel abuse. 

She had been hooked on 
solvent abuse for 20 years. 

A county organisation 
which has been fighting sol¬ 
vent abuse for 25 years is 
Solve It. 

They go out to talk to chil¬ 
dren from primary to sec¬ 
ondary school to warn them 
about the dangers of sol¬ 
vents and how if they tried it 
once it could kill them the 
first time. 

Project Co-ordinator at 
Solve It, Jolene Watson said: 
“Many people think sub¬ 
stance abuse stopped in the 
1980s with glue sniffing. But 
what is happening today is 
young people are hooked on 
butane or aerosols. 

“These are the two com¬ 
mon ways in which they suf¬ 
fer cardiac arrhythmia or a 
heart attack, and this leads 
to sudden sniffing death 
syndrome. 

“If a young person tries 
solvent abuse once it could 
result in their death. They 



have oxygen removed from 
their blood and they strug¬ 
gle to get air and die. 

“This is why we want to 
educate as many children in 
Northamptonshire from 
primary school to second¬ 
ary school about the dan¬ 
gers. 

“Each year we speak to 
2,500 pupils in the county.” 

When it comes to the 
effect of a high from solvent 
abuse this can last anything 
from a few minutes to just 
over half an hour. Mild 
hangovers or headaches can 
occur after the immediate 
effects wear off. 

When high from solvent 
abuse, affects may include 
slurred speech, the inability 
to co-ordinate movements, 
euphoria, dizziness, leth¬ 
argy. Nausea and vom¬ 
iting are also common 
side effects during or 
shortly after use, and 
users have reported 
suffering from sneez¬ 
ing, coughing, nose 
bleeds and tinnitus 
(ringing in the ears) 

VSA can also cause 
altered perception, 
anaesthesia - loss of 
sensation and 


and delusions. 

The charity also provides 
awareness training to the 
health service to make them 
aware v of the signs of sol¬ 
vent abuse and what to do if 
they suspect someone of 
using solvents. 

Each year in the country 
50 people aged 25-35 years 
old die from solvent abuse 
and out of these six are 
under 18 years old. 

At present Solve It is in the 
first year of a three year Big 
Lottery funded project 
called 321 Decision Making.

It’s a long hard 
ride on Route 6 

H&P Editor Steve Scoles is training for a London 
to Paris charity bike ride assisted by Trilogy Gym 


You’ve heard of the Brampton Valley Way, 
running from Kingsthorpe to Market 
Harborough? 

It’s also known as Cycle Route 6. 

I rode it last month and let me tell you, it 
was a journey into darkness. 

It was a step up from my pre¬ 
vious week’s 20 mile excursion, 
a 34 mile round trip that I was 
supposed to start before lunch 
but ended up commencing 
after two. 

Nudging the mileage up bit by 
bit is all part of my grand plan 
to get used to being in the sad¬ 
dle for several hours at a 
stretch. 

When I come to tackle the 
first day of the London to Paris 
ride in May I shall be clocking 
up 90 miles - and I’ll have to do it in time to 
make the evening ferry at Dover. 

So scooting up into Leicestershire 
seemed like good practice and a nice day 
out. 

I’ve done this stretch of Route 6 before - 
mountain biking on a sunny summer day, 
not paying all that much respect to pot¬ 
holes and puddles. 

But this time was different. It was sunny 
but it was definitely not summer. History 
will record that the temperature was 5C 
under a cloudless sky but the route was 
also littered with treacherous pools of 
chilly brown rainwater. 

As I was going past the Lamport Railway 


my wheels created a spray that washed the 
heat right out of my feet. 

The temptation to cut short the expedi¬ 
tion, do a lap of Pitsford and then go home 
was almost irresistible. Only the thought 
of having to creak my way up 
Merry Tom Hill to take that 
diversion kept me on the 
straight and narrow. 

After a few miles of gentle 
breeze my lower legs were 
cooled to the point of leaden 
numbness. After seven I stopped 
for some water. I felt the day was 
colder than it looked in a down¬ 
right deceptive way But thanks 
to layers of lycra (apologies to 
those of a delicate sartorial per¬ 
suasion) I was surviving it. 

I pushed on along the con¬ 
verted trackbed and rolled into Market 
Harborough about an hour and a half 
later. I should have done a quick turna¬ 
round but I stopped for coffee and a muf¬ 
fin. This meant that on the way back I was 
racing daylight and by the time I discov¬ 
ered my rear tyre was losing air it was 
pretty much dark. 

A layer of cold puddle mud was coating 
me and the bike. I didn’t have a spare inner 
tube (lesson learned) and I couldn’t see a 
thing so I alerted the missus. She picked 
me up from Brixworth just as a marauding 
badger was preparing to take me down. 

It didn’t feel like a win but it was 30 hard 
cold wet miles and the training goes on...

The Bootleg Beatles have 
been fab for nearly 40 years 
which is four times as long 
as the original Fab Four. 

The tribute act, which was 
born in 1980, has brought 
countless pleasure to fans 
both young and old over the 
years by giving them a 
taste of what it must have 
been like to see The Beatles 
play live. 

It is one of these tricks of 
time where you get a tribute 
act which far exceeds the 
original.

Shakespeare’s pretty and clever daugh¬ 
ter, Susanna (Emma Lowndes), to all 
appearances, has it all. 

But her husband’s apprentice threat¬ 
ens all she holds dear when he accuses 
her of committing adultery. 

Michael Mears is the perfect Barnabus 
Goche, Bishop Parry’s right-hand man. A 
self-righteous grimace remains screwed 
to his face and his monotone drawl is 
deliciously blood curdling. 

James Dacre dives straight into 17th 
century gender politics- behind the Flail’s 
good wife is a woman who married a 
man she respected but did not love to 
learn about his medicine. 

In the second half the audience are 
treated to an almost-sex-scene between 
Susanna and Rate so cringeworthy it was 
practically a promotional for abstinence. 
They later re-live the moment, arguing 
about the technicalities of whether or not 
they consummated their forbidden love. 

It is the everyman who has been 
cheated by this performance. Dacre 
refuses to decode this beautiful but 
obtuse text for audiences who are less 
familiar with 17th century culture. And 
it’s a crying shame if Shakespeare’s leg¬ 
acy, the master of the stage loved by 
peasants and royalty alike, does not draw 
ordinary people closer to the stage.

This home's not a blank canvas 


ELUSIVE graffiti artist Banksy 
has been busy making a political 
point about the migrant crisis 
with scathing new artworks on 
the French embassy in London 
and a tunnel wall in the Calais 
refugee camp. 

They’ve both been removed or 
destroyed, but here’s one of his 
pieces that has remained - 
relatively - unscathed, and 
comes with a three-bedroom 
house attached. His famous Spy 
Booth artwork, showing spooks 
in brown trench coats listening 
into a phone conversation, 
appeared just a few miles from 
GCHQ, Britain’s intelligence 
and security agency, in April 
2014 - months after former CIA 
employee Edward Snowden 
exposed intelligence techniques 
used by the secret services. 

Banksy art can fetch six-figure 
sums, and one collector in the 
United States offered owner 
David Possee more than Elm to 
take down the mural and move it 
to his home in New York. 
However, the local council in 
Cheltenham quickly gave the 8ft 
high tourist magnet listed 
building protection to stop it 



being altered. It means the 
property’s new owner won’t be 
able to cash in by removing the 
work and selling it on. Although 
this house is valued at £210,000, 
the new owner will also have to 
fork out for a complete overhaul 
as the living room, dining room, 
kitchen/breakfast room and 
patio courtyard are in a pretty 
bad state - and the mural itself 
has been vandalised.

DAVID Bowie was inspired to 
pen Jump They Say and All The 
Madmen about his step-brother 
Terry Burns who committed 
suicide in 1985 by laying on 
railway tracks. Burns had been a 
patient at Cane Hill psychiatric 
hospital which, ironically, had 
featured on the American 
release of Bowie’s 1970 album 
The Man Who Sold The World. 

Other stars also have links to 
the former lunatic asylum, 
including Michael Caine, whose 
epileptic half-brother David lived 
at Cane Hill - a secret their 
mother kept from the family for 
50 years. Charlie Chaplin’s 
mother Hannah was a patient 
there in the early 1900s. 

Opened in 1882, the main part 
of the site closed in 1991 as the 
NHS focused on its Care in the 
Community mental health 
programme. Once derelict, it 
became a target for arsonists, 
vandals and ghost-hunters; a 
documentary film maker 


reported seeing the figure of a 
man wandering around the trees 
near the grave of the hospital’s 
first superintendent Sir James 
Moody. 

It’s now been given a complete 
overhaul by developers and only 
the chapel, water tower and part 
of the facade of the 
administration building remain.

summer to witness 
the iconic 
Sunbeam Bluebird motoring at 
a sedate 50mph along the sand. 

But driver Don Wales wasn’t 
trying to break records, he was 
recreating iconic pictures from 
the original run in the 
painstakingly restored car in 
which his grandfather Sir 
Malcolm Campbell had broken 
the land speed record nine 
decades ago. 

The fast-living former RAF 
pilot first made motoring 
history in 1924 at 146.16mph at 
Pendine Sands near 
Carmarthen Bay and went on 
to became a national hero after 
topping 300mph on Bonneville 
Salt Flats in Utah nine years 
later. 



Having conquered the track, 
the speed-loving Campbell 
turned his attentions to the 
water, setting a series of 
records and eventually 
reaching 142mph on the Lake 
District’s Coniston Water in 
1939. Son Donald carried on the 
family tradition but died in 


1967 when his jet-powered boat, 
the Bluebird K7, broke up as he 
was travelling at more than 
300mph on Coniston. 

At the height of his fame in 
the 1930s, Malcolm Campbell 
owned grade II listed Headley 
Hall in Epsom, Surrey. When 
war broke out in 1939, he was 
so concerned for his family’s 
safety that he built a vast bomb 
shelter on the estate as well as 
a secure cellar storage for his 
many racing trophies. 

Built in the late 18th century, 
the eight-bedroom country 
house is set in 43 acres, which 
includes woodland. It features 
a ballroom, cellars, staff 
accommodation, swimming 
pool and pool house, and tennis 
court.

FAB-Four joker Ringo Starr is a 
hard rocking pensioner, touring 
the globe with his All-Starr band 
and living a healthy Californian 
lifestyle. 

But the 75-year-old was a 
sickly child who was once in 
hospital for a year and learnt to 
read and write at home during 
his many absences from school. 

The Beatles drummer spent 
much of this enforced leave in a 
modest Liverpudlian two-up 
two-down -10 Admiral Grove in 
Toxteth - after moving in as a 
young boy with his mother, and 
called it home until he was 21. 

The house still attracts fans 
daily as it’s part of the official 
Beatles Tour. Former tenant 
Margaret Gorse, who lived there 
for 37 years, used to invite people 
inside until her death last year. 

It’s now up for grabs at 
auction, although the new owner 


won’t be able to turn it into a 
tourist attraction or museum, 
under conditions of the sale. 

The Victorian terraced house 
has a guide price of £55,000, but 
auctioneers Countrywide believe 
it will attract international 
interest.

Renault Kadjar 

Take a look inside... 


The Renault Kadjar dives into the 
crossover market, firing a broad¬ 
side at the likes of the Mazda 
CX5, the Volkswagen Tiguan and 
the Hyundai Tucson. It’s a good- 
looking thing based on the same 
running gear as its alliance sibling, 
the Nissan Qashqai. Offered in 
either front or all-wheel drive, 
first impressions seem extremely 
promising. 

The Kadjar runs on what they 
call the CMF-C/D platform, 
terminology which might make 
as little sense to you as the name 
‘Kadjar’. In fact, it references Re¬ 
nault and Nissan’s largest shared 
modular chassis. This model uses 
much the same 1.5 and 1.6-litre 
turbodiesel engines seen in the 
Qashqai, the 1.5-litre unit devel¬ 
oping I I Obhp and offering the op¬ 
tion of EDC twin clutch automatic 
transmission. And the 1.6-litre 
unit offering 130bhp and alone of¬ 
fering the option of 4WD. There’s 
also a 1.2-litre 13Obhp TCe petrol 
option for those wanting it. 

The basic suspension setup 
is also carried over from the 
Qashqai, albeit with some 
Renault-specific tuning. It’s ma¬ 
noeuvrable in town, with a tight 
10.72m turning circle and the 
driving position has been designed 
to mirror that of a typical saloon, 


rather than a high-set 4x4. 

It’s not designed for anything 
too serious off-road but is still 
offered in both front and all-wheel 
drive guises. The front-wheel 
drive versions are fitted with an 
‘Extended Grip’ system, which is 
claimed to enhance grip on low- 
traction surfaces. The all-wheel- 
drive system offers three specific 
modes: Auto, Lock and FWD. If 
you do choose to take the Kadjar 
off the beaten track, a 19cm high 
ground clearance lends it some 
ability, while front and rear skid 
plates will help if the 18 degree 
approach and 25 degree depar¬ 
ture angles prove insufficient. 

The fascia is neatly executed 
with decent materials choices. 

The boot is a useful 42-litres big¬ 
ger than a Qashqai’s at 472-litres. 

The success of the Nissan 
Qashqai has been a phenomenon 
and it seems bizarre that partner 
Renault has been left out in the 
cold for so long with no spin-off 
crossover vehicle. The Kadjar is 
a case of ‘better late than never’ 
and while there is the chance that 
it will scavenge a few Nissan sales, 
Renault firmly believes that it’ll 
be sufficiently strong to purloin 
more than a few orders from Kia, 
Volkswagen and other makers of 
medium-sized crossovers.

Top of the table Northampton Town are 
on course to break the 100 points barrier 
after a 2-0 win over York City which 
stretched their winning run in League 
Two to six games. 

Not only are the Cobblers five points 
clear of second-placed Plymouth, they sit 
a startling 16 points clear of the teams 
chasing the play-offs. 

That leaves Chris Wilder’s side with the 
prospect of going past a century of points 
with 61 already gained with 18 games still 
to play, a feat that even Graham Carr’s 
‘Champagne Cobblers’ team of 1986/87 
couldn’t achieve. 

Now Town face a hat-trick of matches 
versus promotion hopefuls Leyton Orient, 
Oxford United and Wycombe Wanderers 
in the next week, which will prove to be 
season defining. 

They ground out a win over York at the 
weekend in difficult circumstances as a 
vicious wind hindered Town from playing 
their usual composed football, but quality 
ultimately paid through goals from John- 
Joe O’Toole and Marc Richards. 

Player of the season contender O’Toole 
notched the first on 21 minutes with a 
cheeky flick beyond Scott Flinders. Marc 
Richards sealed the deal after half time 
with a show of clinical finishing following 
a quick Cobblers break with the Town 
hot-shot cutting in on his right and slot¬ 
ting to the keepers left. 

Northampton’s job was made a little eas¬ 
ier by the 56th-minute dismissal of Luke 
Hendrie for a horrendously late tackle on 
the free-wheeling Ricky Holmes. 

The challenge showed just how frustrat¬ 
ed the bottom dwelling away side were 
with Town’s composure on a day when a 
gale was supposed to prove a leveller but 
never really did. 

The whole club is operating with a swag¬ 
ger at present with fans and staff rallying 
around disabled supporter Derry Felton, 
who had crucial equipment stolen in a 
burglary. 

] A crowd-funding target of £2,000 was 
eclipsed in double quick time while Town 
chairman Kelvin Thomas kindly arranged 
for a meet and greet for Felton with the 
Cobblers players. 

It’s that togetherness which will keep 
Northampton hurtling towards the 100- 
point mark. Town travel to Leyton Orient 
this Saturday and will be roared on by 
around a thousand fans. 

Previously, the shoe army would have 
approached the match with Kevin Nolan’s 
Orient with caution but the feeling now is 
that Northampton can beat anyone in this 
division.

Northampton Town are fully 
focused on maintaining their 
push for promotion according 
to Brendan Moloney after 
reports suggested Rotherham 
are interested in Cobblers man¬ 
ager Chris Wilder. 

The Millers sacked Neil 
Redfearn after only 21 games in 
charge on Monday and rumours 
emerged on Tuesday that Wilder, 
who played for them between 
1992 and 1996 was in the frame 
to replace him. 

Northampton say they’ve 
received no approach for the 
48-year-old and there’s no sug¬ 
gestion that he would wish to 
leave a club that is currently five 
points clear at the top of League 
Two. 

Moloney said: “When things 
are going well, as we’ve been 
doing, that’s when you get linked 
with stuff. 

“It’s great for the club that we’re 
getting that notice, but everyone 
is just fully focused on our job 
and that’s what we’re doing.” 

Northampton were given a 
wonderful chance to strengthen 
an already brilliant position last 
weekend, with promotion rivals 
Plymouth, Oxford United and 
Bristol Rovers all having their 
games postponed. 

It was one Wilder’s men 
grabbed with both hands as they 
defeated York City 2-0 at Sixfields 
in windy conditions to move a 
whopping 14 points clear of 
fourth place. 

“We knew it was a chance that 
we could make it a bigger gap 
because the teams around us 
weren’t playing,” Moloney said. 
“We did our job, so all in all it 
was a good weekend for us. 

“It was terrible conditions, the 
worst we’ve played in this season 
- the wind and the rain was just 
horrible. 

“It was the same for both teams 
and I thought we played the con¬ 
ditions as well as we could and 
we got the result we wanted, so it 


was another three points and 
we’re where we want to be.” 

The next three games could go 
a long way in shaping the 
Cobblers’ season with their 
upcoming opponents all riding 
high in the table, starting with a 
trip to Leyton Orient on Saturday. 

The O’s have been reinvigorat¬ 
ed since the appointment of 
Kevin Nolan last month, win¬ 
ning three of their last four 
games, and Moloney believes 
their player-manager will pro¬ 
vide a considerable threat on the 
pitch. 

“He will be a dangerous player 
in League Two,” he said, adding: 
“He’s not been out of the game 
too long, has he? Until the end of 
last season he was in the Premier 
League. He can nick a goal, so 
he’ll be dangerous and they have 
good squad of players, so if we’re 
not fully on it or fully up for it, 
they can cause problems.” 

Moloney’s season only began in 
November after he recovered 
from a knee injury sustained 
towards the end of the last cam¬ 
paign required surgery. 

His return has coincided with 
an extraordinary run of form 
that has Northampton fans 
dreaming of League One football 
next year, but more crucially for 
the right back, he has been able 
to make himself a fixture in the 
side for the last three months. 

Moloney said: “The start of the 
season was frustrating and I just 
worked hard to get back in and 
I’m playing regularly now. 

“When you’re injured you set 
targets and set goals and I just 
made sure when I came back that 
I would be ready and my fitness 
wouldn’t hold me back. 

“I think now that I’m full up to 
speed because it always takes a 
while. The first few weeks will get 
you through with the adrenaline 
and you always have a couple of 
weeks where you really need to 
push yourself through. 

“You see it with Ricky Holmes 
now - he’s absolutely flying and 
he’s been brilliant since he’s 
come back and he was in the 
same position as I was.”

Quins hero Foden relives 
his late moment of glory

It’s only at the end of the season 
when it will become clear just how 
crucial Ben Foden’s winning try 
against Harlequins last week was to 
Northampton Saints, but the man 
himself is able to remember it in 
great detail. 

Foden snatched a dramatic 27-23 
victory for the Saints at the Stoop by 
scoring off the final play when all 
hope, and perhaps Northampton’s 
play-off dreams, was seemingly lost. 

With possession turned over after a 
failed driving maul and less than a 
minute left to play, all Quins had to 
do was win the scrum and get the 
ball into touch to secure victory. 

But their replacement fly-half Ben 
Botica saw his kick stay infield and 
Northampton pounced to move 
themselves within seven points of 
the top four and right back into con¬ 
tention ahead of Saturday’s home 
game with London Irish. 

When asked to describe the final 
stages, Foden said: “When it first 
went in the air I just thought ‘oh it’s 
out,’ then I thought ‘oh no, it’s got a 
bit of shape on it, it’s going to come 
back’. 

“I didn’t even look to see where my 
feet were, but I felt that I was in and I 
threw it to Jamie [Elliott], he started 
running away from me and I thought 
‘oh no, nobody’s near Jamie’. 

“So I went sprinting after him and 
once that happened we were back 
into our phase play. It was just about 


getting my hands back on the ball 
and getting back into shape as quick¬ 
ly as I can. 

“All of us - Harry [Mallinder], 
Luther [Burrell] and me - all moved 
quite slowly into position, but luckily 
JJ [Hanrahan] sees it, so Harry just 
gives quick hands to Luther and then 
I’m coming on Luther’s outside. 

“I was just waiting for the last line of 
defence to bite in or drift in and luck¬ 
ily they drifted out so I could saunter 
through the middle and put the ball 
down.” 


The try cued wild celebrations from 
everyone connected with Saints, 
from the supporters in the stands to 
the players both on the field and on 
the bench. 

It was a most extraordinary end to a 
thrilling match, which was also an 
exhausting one for their last-gasp 
hero. 

Foden said: “I was knackered to be 
honest. When I put the ball down, I 
was going to dive to begin with, so I’d 
fall over the line, then I kept my feet 
and ran it underneath. 


“I put the ball down with one hand 
and as soon as I did that I thought my 
dad would tell me off because I didn’t 
put it down with two hands. 

“Then I thought ‘I need to do a good 
celebration here because we’ve won’ 
and then I looked around and I just 
thought I’m too tired and everyone 
jumped on me, so I just enjoyed the 
moment for what it was. 

“I could have done all sorts, really, 
but nothing came to mind - I just 
stood there and let the boys all pile 
in.”

Chris Wilder isn’t having to say much to keep the Cobblers’ winning run going 

They police themselves

Northampton Town manager Chris 
Wilder believes his table-topping 
players are now ‘policing themselves’ 
and that he doesn’t have to say any¬ 
thing to keep their feet on the ground. 

Last Saturday’s 2-0 win against York 
City was their sixth win in a row and a 
remarkable 15th in 18 league games as 
their seemingly relentless charge 
towards promotion continued. 

The Cobblers are now five points 
clear at the summit of League Two 
and a staggering 14 points ahead of 
fourth-placed Bristol Rovers with a 
game in hand. 

It would be easy for their players to 
get ahead of themselves in such a situ¬ 
ation, but Wilder doesn’t think he 
needs to tell them to keep up the hard 
work that has got them there. 

He said: “You always think you’ve 
got to say things, as a manager, but I 
think sometimes you end up saying 
things just for your own good. 

“I said to Alan [Knill], coming off the 
training ground on Friday ‘I don’t 
think I need to say anything’ because 
they get it and they’re policing their 
own changing room, they’re policing 
their own training ground and the 
games. They’re been through that 
before and they know their way 
around a football pitch and they know 
their way around a football season 
and how it works. 

“They’re relishing the next opposi¬ 
tion and they’re relishing the next 
challenge and I’ve not had a great deal 
to do, if I’m honest - make the odd 
substitution, drive the car now and 
again for Knilly. 

“We’ve had to put a lot of work in to 
get them in this position, but the play¬ 
ers are running the changing room 
and making it happen.” 


The contrast between the scenario 
Wilder came into when he took over 
as Northampton boss two years ago 
and the current situation has been 
widely spoken of, but it truly is star¬ 
tling. 

At this point of the season in 2014, 
the Cobblers were six points adrift at 
the bottom of the table and seven 
away from safety, but now appear 
odds-on to be playing in League One 
in the next campaign. 

Wilder said: “We’ve worked 
extremely hard and everybody has 
done that - people behind the scenes 
have to make things happen. 


“The chief exec has been great for 
myself, giving me the opportunity to 
make the changes we feel will benefit 
the club in the long run. 

“We’ve had a big change-around in 
personnel and style and results show 
where we were and where we are 
now, so it’s a big change and a lot of 
hard work has gone into that, it’s not 
just given. “ 

We’re all enjoying the position that 
we’re in - we didn’t enjoy the position 
we found ourselves in two years ago 
- but we’ve done extremely well.” 

Wilder is also hopeful that centre 
back Zander Diamond will be fit to 


play in Northampton’s away game 
against Leyton Orient after he was 
forced off, albeit reluctantly, with 
concussion against York. 

“He spoke to medical staff on 
Monday and he should be fine to 
resume training in the week and be 
ready for Saturday,” he said. 

“We’re not going to take any risks on 
anybody’s health, regardless of 
whether we want Zander to stay on or 
not, so that decision was a pretty 
comfortable one. We took that deci¬ 
sion and we’re comfortable with that, 
when you look at the quality of our 
bench.” 


Consistency is 
key for Saints 
in crucial run

Director of rugby Jim Mallinder is 
looking for more consistency from 
Northampton Saints ahead of 
Saturday’s match at home to 
London Irish, which they’ll be 
expected to win. 

Saints have been stung before in 
games where they were heavy 
favourites, with the Exiles them¬ 
selves shocking them in the 
reverse fixture on Boxing Day, 
while Worcester have also defeat¬ 
ed them. 

But after last Saturday’s heart¬ 
stopping 27-23 win at Harlequins, 
Mallinder wants his players to now 
go on a run and give themselves 
every chance to finish in the 
Premiership’s top four. 

He said: “Over the past few 
years, we’ve had some good runs 
and [this year] we really have been 
inconsistent. 

“We’ve won a few games where 
we think we’re hopefully going to 
go and get a good run of victories 
and we’ve had a few good away 
wins then we’ve gone back and 
lost the following week. 

“We have got a chance - we 
never look too far ahead, but we 
have got a chance now. First of all 
we need to win at home now and 
then we need to take that into the 
next few games.” 

Northampton’s last couple of 
games have produced contrasting 
emotions with the ecstasy of win¬ 
ning off the final play at Quins fol¬ 
lowing the disappointment and 
anger at their performance in the 
24-11 home defeat to Wasps the 
previous week. 

Mallinder said: “You always want 
to play well, particularly at home. 

“Clearly in the Wasps game, we 
didn’t play well and what we want 
to do is give the crowd something 
to get behind the team and a per¬ 
formance to be proud of.”
